1 . The amendment after Final rejection filed May 8, 2006 has been denied entry. 
The limitation of liquid epoxy resin (A) to a "bisphenol type epoxy resin" as supported by 
page 5, line 6 of the specification, raises new issues with respect to whether the cited 
prior art recites the newly claimed species. Furthermore, the term "type" renders the 
denotation of the bisphenol epoxy resin indefinite since it cannot be ascertained 
whether the term embraces modifications or derivatives thereof. 

2. The deletion of the term "substantially" from claim 1 , line 1 6 would have 
overcome the 35 U.S.C. 112, first and second paragraphs, rejections had the 
amendment been entered. 

3. The liquid epoxy resin (A):aromatic amine curing agent (B) molar ratio has been 
confined to an upper limit of less than 0.85:1 as described on page 7, line 19. The 
declaration filed January 23, 2006 in Table A shows no distinction in toughness K 1c for 
Examples 9 and 10 having molar ratios of 0.7:1 and 0.8:1 (3.8 and 4.0 Mpam 1/2 , 
respectively) and Example 11 possessing a molar ratio of 0.9:1 (representative of 
Japanese Patent No. 64-65120 with a toughness K 1c of 3.8 Mpam 1 ' 2 

Examples 8-10 all exhibit failure percentages after a thermal shock test of 0%.
